THE (NARLESTON MEETING.

Crantesron, March 21..<A masg mecting of
the loyal people of this city, irrespective of
color, was beld at Military IHall to-night. The
ball was packed mostly with colored poople,
About filty whites were in attendence. Judge
Mootre (white) presided, and B J. Adams
(colored) acted as Secretary. The meeting was
opened with prayer by Hev, R H, Cain, a
colored clergyman,

The Chairman stated the object of the meet-
ing to be to hear the report of the Commitiee
of Thirteen appointed to dralt a platiorm for
1he organization of a Uuwon Kepublican party.
The following is the report;—

Whereas, The founders of this repunlie based
the satme upon the sell-evident trothe that all
wen are erenlod egual; that they are endowed
by thelr Crentor with certain lonllenable righis:
that smwong theso are life, liberty, apd the pur-
suitof bappiness; nod wherens, it is set forth in
the préamble of the Federal Coustitutlon of
1787 thnt It wos ordelined, not by the sevetal
Biates nor the Inhoabitants thereol, but by the
peaple of the United States, In order to form n
more perfect Union und establish Justice, Insure
domestic trangulidity, provido 1or the common
defense, promole the generil walfare, nud Lo
Becure the blessings of llberty Lo s founders
and thelr posterity: and whereas, Con-
gress, by Jis  well - considerod and almost
upanimous action-—whioh nction had the sano-
tion of the loyal |,|t!0‘|'l|t!nf the naumr‘y ~hAas pro-
vided, by the Constitutionsl smendment, pro-

osed ne artlole fourteen, and by the recent

cconstructlion bill, for the reorgruization of
the clvll powersof the States lately in rebel-
Hon, nnd for the renewal of thelr ropresenta-
tion In Congrees; aod whereas, we rocog-
nize in thesa legislntlve provislons a wise
statesmanship s regards the fature, jus-
tice, tempered wihih  mercy, towards the
former enemles of the Unlon, and slrong
guaraniees for Lhe protection of all loyal citi-
zens, without distinetion of race, or eolor, or
prov'lnun condition, in the enjoyment of every
right conferred i:y the Constitution: and
wherens, we regard the great Nutlonal Repub-
Hoean party, unaer the golding hand of Provi-
dence, as the savior ol our country from Lhe
perils of the late Rebelllon for the destraotion
of the Unlon, and as the ouly party whose
prinelples cun jostity us in committing the
present and future lnterests of Lthe country Lo
1k for safe keeplng. Therelore, resolyed;—

First, That we give onr cordisl and entire
sanction o the actlon of Cougress for thee-
storation of the Unlon, and Lo the wise and just
prineiples of the Hepublican party,

Beecand, That in order o make the labors of
all our loyal fellow-cltizens more effectual for
carrylng out the provisions of Congress for the
restoration of Inw and ordoer in our State, as
well as for the peace and prosperity of ouar
entire country, we do form an assoclation to be
kpown as the Unlon Repunlican party of South
Caroling.

Third, That we pledge our sacred honor, onr
fortunes, and our lives lo serve our country, to

rve her institutious, and aspecially to ald
ier in keeping inviolate the nationnl filth,
which has been saneredly pledged to the pay-
ment of the national debt Ineurred Lo suve the
liberties of the country und Lo suppress the Re-
bellion, and that the people will not sutfer this
faith to be viclaled, or Impalred; but all debts
incurred Lo support the Rebelllon, as thay were
unlawful, vold, and of no obligation, shall
never be assumed by the United States, norshall
Soulh Carolina be asllowed to pay any debt
whatever which was contructed 1o ald the Re-
bellion in any forim,

Fourth, That the natlon owes to the brave
men, white and colored, of our irmy and navy
a debt ol lasting gratitude for thelr herole ser-
vices 1n delense of the Constitution and the
Unlon, aud that, while wecherish with n tender |
affection the memories of the fallen, we pledgo
to thelr widows and orphans the nation’scare
and protection.

Fifth, That us republican institutions ennnot
be prescrved unless intelligence s generally
diffused among all clnsses, we will demnod of
our Legislature a uniform system of common
schools, whieh shall be open to all, without
distinotion of race, color, or previous conditvion
—such gvstem to be supported by o goneral tax
upon all kinds of proparty.

Sixth. That we will tavor o liberal system of |
public improvement—such as rallronds, canuls,
and other works—aud also such o system of
awirdipg coptracts for the same us will glve all
our fellow-oltizens no oqual und falr chance o
share in them,

soeventn., That we wlll nlso ingist upon such
modification of the laws of the State aswill do
away with {mprisonment for debt, except for
frauds; Imprisonment of witnesses, excepl for
wilful absénce: and especinlly 1o ubolish ens
tirely and forever the biurburons gystem of oor-
poreal punishunent for crime or any other

Tosecure material prosperity they must
be judicious in their selection of representativos
10 the convention, as only the best qaalified, re-
gardless of color, should be chosen, The
reverend gpeaker concluded his remarks by a
tewiperate exhortation to his hearers to do
right, and pertorm all that was expected of
them. Il they did this success world inevitanly
tollow, and they would yet be allowed to enter
the jury-box, Theor must, however, convince
the white man that they did not want him for o
guide, wa they had raised a higher standurd of

Mr. A, W. Btone wns next introdueed, and
was received with eheers.

We must work 1o the spirit of
men who fear nothing from predicted evils, He
counselled his hearers to beware of demagogues
who would excite them against Northerners,
Prove yourrelves worthy of your future glorious
career, and worthy the confidence of your
feliow-citixens, (Cheers.)

Dr. Clift followed, and emphatioally denjed
any connection with the profession ot o doctor
or politiclan,  The wain part of his address was
occupled in tellivg o story, the object ol which
was to show the eareer of the Union army tll
the elose of the war, and the atter chauges pro-
duced by Congressionul legislation.

THE DEATH OF DR. LIVINGSTONE.

B

Wasminoron, March 21, 1867 —The following
ofhicial account of the death of Dr. Livingstone
bus heen received by the State Department:—

CoNsULATE OF THE UNITHD STATES OF AMERICA,
[sLAND OF Zaszinan, Degember 9, 1866, —8ir:—
It becomes my puinful duty to report the death
of Dr. David Livingstone, the cclebrated Afri-
ern explorer, who, us I wrote under date of
May 9, 1866, left here on the 9th ol March last
for the exploration of the river Rovumns, aud
that region between the ereat lukes of Ceulrul
Atrien ot which, as yet, but little i= known,

The ead intelligence was received here on the
gth instant, by the arrival of several native
members of the expedition, from whom bat little
of importance could be elicited save the fact of
Dr. Livingstone's death.

I am indebted to Dr. Kirk(] H. B, M, Vice-
Consul, and formerly &« member of the Living.
stone Zambest expedition, for the following par-
ticulars of this sad event, and as his neccompany-
ing remarks uay prove interesting, 1 cannot do
better than to gfvc them in s own words;—

o return ol keveral of the Johanna men who
accompanied Dr. Livingstone has made it cer-
tain that that distinguished traveller has tallen,
and with him half of his native followers. His

resent expedition may be bricfly stated to have
yeen oo attempt to unite the magnidcent dis-
coveries of late years, and determine]the lmits
and connections of the three great lakes, which
resich trom 14 degrees sonth Lo 3 degrees north
Jatitude, and flowing to the sea by the Zambesi
and Nile at the two extremitles, but with an
intermediate space a2 yei unkuown, Such was
the geegraphicul problem,

But Dr. Livingstone hud in view to affect the
present enormous East Alrican sluye trade,
thougt plonsering the way which might lead Lo
lawhil commerce. To haye consolidated in one
the suceessive discoveries achieved by bhlmeself
on the Nyassa; Burion, on the Banganyika;
Speke und Grant, on the Victoria; and Baker,
ou the Albert Nyanza, would have been a ut-
ting trivmph for one who was the first to cross
the African continent within the tropical zone;
but these hopes have been wrecked by i un-
timely death. ;
